WINTER HOUSING FOR SHEEP 


Barns Need Not Be Expensive, but 


Should Be Dry, Well Ventilated 


and Free From Drafts. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


' 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Equipment for raising sheep on 


farms need not be expensive. In mild 
latitudes little housing is needed, and 
the main need is for fencing and pas- 
tures of sufficient number and size to 
allow frequent changing of flocks to 
fresh ground to insure health. Where 


\ winters are longer and more severe 


I buildings and sheds are necessary to 


furnish protection from storms, though 
no special provisions are needed for 
•warmth. 
Dryncss, good ventilation 


and freedom from drafts are the first 
requisites of buildings for sheep. Con- 
venience in feeding and shepherding 
must also be held in mind in locating 
and planning such buildings or sheds. 


Small flocks can be cared for in sec- 


tions of barns having stabling or feed 
storage for other stock, but with a 
flock of, say, 300 ewes, separate build- 
ings are desirable. The interior ar- 
rangement of these buildings should 
be such as to require a minimum of 
labor and the least possible moving of

TIME TO FEED YOUNG CHICKS 


Mashes Mixed With Milk Are of Con- 


siderable Value in Giving Young- 


sters Good Start. _ 


CPreparefl by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Tonng chicks may be fed any time 
after they are thirty-six to forty-eight 
hours old whether they are with a hen 
or in a brooder. Some good feeds for 
the first feeding are moistened hard- 
boiled eggs, johnnyeake, stale bread, 
oatmeal or rolled oats, which may be 
fed separately or in combination. 
Mashes mixed with milk are of con- 
siderable value in giving the chicks a 
good start. The mixture should be fed 
D a crumbly mash and not in a sloppy 
condition. 
Johnnyeake composed of 
ie rollowin:r ingredients in the pro- 
portion named is a very good feed for 
foung chicles: One dozen infertile eggs 
or one pound of sifted beef scraps 
to ten pounds of cornmeal; add enough 
milk to make a pasty mash and one 
tablespoonful of baking soda and bake 
nntil done. Dry bread crumbs may »e 
mixed with hard-boiled eggs, inak'n 
about one-fourth of the mixture PL'S.* 
or rolled oafs may be used in place 01 
bread crumbs. 


It. is a good plan to give these iVi-ds 


ubont five times daily for- {he first 
week, then gradually substitute for 
one or two of these feeds a mixture 
of finelv crucked grains of equal pans 
Dy weight of cracked \vlu>ut and finely

Cf cracked peas or broken rice :;n'l 
2 per cent of charcoal or millet or rai.e 
seed may be added. 
A commercial 


chick fee.'l may be substituted if de- 
sired. 
This ration may lie fed until 


the chicks are two weeks old, when 
they should bo placed on grain and a 
dry or wet mash mixture. 


Young chickens should be fed from 


three to live times daily, but if care 
is given not to overfeed chicks will 
grow faster when fed five times per 
day. 
Young chicks should be fen not 


more than barely enough to satisfy 
their appetites and to keep them ex- 


access to free range, as too much feed 
under such conditions is apt to cause 
leg weakness. 


GRIT NECESSARY FOR FOWLS 


Hopper Feeding Saves Labor and Fur- 


nishes Desirable Supplementary; 


Feed for Hens. 


Ground feeds are necessary for most 


efficient digestion in poultry. Hopper 
feeding saves labor and furnishes the 
necessary supplementary feed at all 
times. There is no danger of poultry 
overeating on ground feeds fed dry in 
a hopper. The University of Missouri 
college of agriculture is recommend- 
ing the hopper as a labor saver in the 
poultry yard. 


Limestone grit or oyster shell is also 


necessary for laying hens. A laying 
hen requires large quantities of shell- 
making material. Nearly all of this 
must come from the grit and shell she 
ats.

from tuberculosis are sometimes eaten 
)y hogs.

•efuse is also a very frequent source 
)f Infection. In this way the milk of 
i single cow with a tuberculous udder, 
f sent to a public creamery, may 
spread the disease to a number of 
logs, and may also kifect many farms 
:hat have never previously been con- 
:aminated with tuberculosis. 


An equally dangerous source of in- 


fection is likewise observed in the 
nethods which obtain among some of 
:he small country slaughter houses. It 
s not unusual for these houses to get 
-id of their blood, intestines, viscera,

I. The Nature of Faith (11:1-3). 
1. Faith is the eye of the soul, en- 


abling it to see the invisible (v. 1). 
It is not merely intellectual assent to 
•that which commends itself as being 
reasonable, but it is the soul's attitude 
•toward God. 


2. Faith seizes the things of the 


future and lives and walks in their 
power in the present (v. 1). 


3. It enabled the "elders" to obtain 


a good report (v. 2). It made God's 
promises so living and real to them 
that it became the dominant force in 
their lives. 


4. Faith enables us to understand 


how the worlds were made (v. 3). No 
tnan was present when God made the 
worlds, so the foundation for our 
knowledge is the Word of God.

Shavings In 
Brooder House 


The use of such litter as shavings 


cut 
excelsior and 
sawdust 
in the 


brooder house is not a\vised if cut 
hay or straw is available, because 
the young chicks often eat some of 
their bedding. Eating litter of this 
nature develops crop 
trouble which 


often kills the young chicks, says the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The ibest cure is to prevent by 
using short cut hay or straw for bed- 
ing. It is soft and easy for the chicks 
to scratch in and is a good absorbent 
while the ihay, especially if clover or 
alfalfa liay is used, is a good, bulky 
food for chicks in addition to being 
readily digestible. 'Sand laay also be
